NATIONS OF EUROPE, GUARD YOUR PRECIOUS POSSESSIONS! 


T HE GEORGIAN prints on this page to-day the well-known prophetic cartoon 
„ of the Emperor of Germany, published some years ago, in whioh the Archan¬ 
gel Michael is shown warning the Powers of Europe against a threatened 
Oriental invasion. 

The Archangel Michael is saying, “Nations of Europe, guard your most precious 
possessions.”. 

The cross of Christianity is displayed above the nations of Europe, and amid 
the smoke and flames of the devastating invasion are shown the outlines of the statue 
of Buddha. 

This cartoon showed the concern of the Kaiser of Germany for the Christian 
and civilised nations of Europe. We assume that the Kaiser and Germany gener¬ 
ally are concerned for Christianity and civilisation throughbut the worltL W« can 
hardly believe, then, that Count Reventlow vdOM the sentiment of the Kaiser and 
the sentiment of the people of Germany when he sees only a possible trade advantage 
to Germany in a Buddhist Oriental nation occupying the western slopes of the 
North American oontinent. 

Are not the German Kaiser and the German people concerned more for Chris¬ 
tianity and civilisation .than they are for a fancied, and purely fancied, trade ad¬ 
vantage? Does the Kaiser’s favorite oartoon apply only to the Christian and civ¬ 
ilised nations of Europe, and not the Christianaijd civilised nations of America and 
Australasia and elsewhere? 

We can say with confidence that the view of the Kaiser and of the German peo¬ 
ple as a whole is not so narrow and so venal. 

Count Reventlow's utterances are both brutal and bigoted, both selfish and 1 
shortsighted. No good can come to Obristianity and civilization anywhere by the 
weakening of the power and progress of Christianity and civilisation in any nation, 
in any section of the globe. 

If the struggle is in behalf of Christianity and civilisation, of human progress 
and human liberty, then all the nations of the world whioh believe in these ideals 
should unite to further them and to oppose any Influence whioh threatens them. 

No petty prejudice, no small a elfishness, no baser passions of envy or jealousy or 
greed, should cause distrust and defection, with the po&fibllity of defeat and dis¬ 
aster to the common cause. U 

Let the Kaiser modify his oartoon to make it inolude the United States and 
Canada and Australasia, to make it include all Christian and oivilised nations every¬ 
where, and he will make it more worthy of himself, more worthy of his people, more 
worthy of the Christian spirit he is seeking to express, the olviUsed conditions he Is 
seeking to preserve. 

On such a broad and lofty platform the Christian and oivilised nations of the 
world could be united, and should be united, for the advancement and advantage 
of all humanity, WILLIAM RANDOLPH HEARflT.
